of new warres to the utter ruine of the whole kingdome ; as the ſenſe 
and meaning of the ſolemne League and Covenant : and do notma- 


ny of you in your prayers and SermonsJuſtifie the proceedings of 
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choſe members that fled beyond ſeas from theJuſtice of the Parlia- 
ment, and the priſoners in the Tower committed thicher by Parlia- 
ments order for foch miſdemeanours, in pleading their cauſe with 
God, as men perſecuted, impriſoned, for nothing but keeping their 
ſolemne League and Covenant, profeſling for your ſelves and cthers, 
that you own their caufe; ſo deluding and captivating the judge- 
mentsand conſciences of raany of your hearers (as you did (ſome at 
leaſt) of thoſe ſaid priſoners, who doubtleffz in the ſimplicity of theic 
hearts were charmed: into that delinquencie through your devout 
_ chantings ) under the coloyr of zeale for the glory of God, a bleſſed 
reformation, and we know not what, as thatthey are ready upon

\ ſbip, Diſcipline, and Governnent, AGAINST OUR COM- 
MON ENEMIES, &. THAT WE AND OUR-POz 
STERITY AFTER US, MAY AS BRETHREN 
LIVE IN FAITH AND LOVE,AND THE LORD: 
MAY DELIGHT TO DWELL IN THE MID- 
DEST OF US. Here are two things which are to fRteere us in 
our endeavours to prelerve the reformed Religion in the Charch of 
Scotland, in DoQrine, Worſhip, Diſcipline and Govertiment. Firſt, 
our endeavours maſt be againit our common enemies. Szcondly, 
our endeavours muſt be fo ordered, that we and our poſterity may 
as brethren live in faich and love, and the Lord may delight to dwell 
in the midſt of us : if ſo, they that doe joyne with the common ene- 
my, they that divide brethren each from ocher, hindering brechrens 
living together as brethren in faich and love, doe break the covenant

He cannot but ſuppoſe , that ikthe great 
Turk was Lord Paramounr in this Kingdome, that he would efta- 
bliſh his Religion amongſt us: If fo, who is he that breakes the Co- 
venant ? hethat ſhall profeſſe he cannot in conſcience ſubje& unto 
fach or ſuch externall diſcipline, being very doubtfull and difpatable 
whether it be agreeable to Gods word or no , though otherwiſe he

it will be replied, that we are tied ip the very letter of the covenant,

thereforean abſolute breach of covenant,which we muſt not. com- 
mit upon any termes, better the great Turk ſhould comein , and'we 
ſuffer for our faichfulnefſe to Jeſus Chriſt, holding faſt the profeſſion 
of our faith under his tyranny, than be aCtuall breakers of our cove-

* will not ſubmit unto them; ſo chat as the maid ſaid unto Peter, Sure- 
ly thou wert with-him ( ſpeaking of Chriſt ) thy very fpeech bewraieth. 
thee ; ſo may wee guelle (hrewdly of theſe mens relation unto Prela-- 
_ Cy, their very ſpeech, wayes, praiſes, bewrayes them, and wee be-, 
- leeve ſo ingeniouſly of chem, chat they dare not curſe and ſwear the. 
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to root out ſuperſtition, herefie, ſchiſme, and prophanenefle, we can 
expe little ſucceſſe from the merhods-and wayes of theſe men to 
chat purpoſe, if they root out SUPER STI TIO NC(upon ſuppo- 
fition that they are a branch of Epiſcopacy ) they muſt root out 
themſelves ; as for HERE SIE, they talke much of it, but never in- 
forms us what it is,except it be what they pleaſe to call ſo; and moſt 
confident wee are, that the truth it ſelfe ( as Chriſt crucified among 
theeves ) is branded with error and herefie ; and many of themſelves 
diſagreeing among themſelves ( as they did about the crucifying of 
Chrift ) ſome ſaying, Wee ſee no reaſon or cauſe at all why ſuch an opis 
nion ſhould be numbred and dealt withall as an error or herefie : 
others intimating, that theſe might have eſcaped had they not ap- 
peaF'd unto the judgement and learning of ſuch and ſuch anti-high- 
Presbyterians for their vindicationy but the truth is, moſt of them 
| like the common people, without debate, examination, and confide- 
ration, cry out, Away with them, away with them, and ſubſcribes 
preſently for the ſuppreſſion with club-law ( as the Jews dealt with 
Chrift) of many of the truths of God, under the notion of errors 
and herefies: as for SCHISME, moft confident we are, that they 
make more Schiſmatieks and SCHISMES, rents, and diviſions in 
Church and Common-wealch,than any others whatſoever ; driving 
men from them as not being able alwayes co beare bitter clamorous 
inveRives, inftead of the ſweet and precious Word of life : for PRO- 
PHANENESSE, and whatſoever ſhall be found contrary to ſound doffrine, 
and the power of godlineſſe,{ome of theſe men rather ſupport than ſup- 
preſſe the ſame; is it nos PROPHANENESSE, contrary to ſound do- 
rine, and the power of godlineſſe, to revile the onely viſible authority 
of the Kingdome the Parltament,as Covenant- breakers, as Mr.Caw- 
tor, and that Mr. Jenkins, and others ? What can men fay to ſuch 
_ expreſſions as theſe (and that in prayer, which diQates more plainly

the propagation of faith and love among brethren, theuniting all 
the well-affe&ed party of both kingdomes againſt the common. e« - 
nemies, the power and intereſt of the ſupreme JuJicatories of borh 
Kingdomes, eſpecially the Parliament of Exg/md , ler the generall - 
ftrain and daily courſe of their publick prayers and Sermons de. 
clare, and ler heaven andearch jndge who they are that are Cove-
